It is a curious fact thnt the mosquito 


seldom flics more than ono mile from 
its breeding place. Hope is safely re- 
moved from river overflow areas, and 
our problem, therefore, is to control 
purely local breeding sources. 


As Dr. P. B. Carrigan points out in 


an interview in today's paper, if you 
find mosquitoes about your home the 
chances are you can trace them to 
empty tin cans in a nearby lot, shal- 
low water collected from a refrigerator 
drain, and the like. 


Mosquito-control is largely a prob- 


lem in public education. The public 
health services of America have a 
uniform system of prevention which 
any city can apply successfully if 
the householders will co-operate with 
the authorities. 


Now is the time to do that. Get in 


touch with the ERA officials at the 
old CWA headquarers on South Wal- 
nut street; infested properties will be 
promptly inspected and householders 
will learn what to do.

NEWARK, N. J.~(/p)— The Army 


Air Corps, completing its job of car- 
rying the mail, carried out a flight 
from Oakland, Cal., to Newark air- 
port late Monday in whuat it claimed 
to be record time for service over the 
Northern transcontinental route, 14 
hours, eight minucs. The private air 
lines resume carrying the mail Tues- 
day.

A malaria control 
campaign was 


launched in Hope Tuesday by the 
Emergency 
Relief 
Administration 


with Dr. P. B. Carrigan in charge. 


The campaign will last until this 


fall. A crew! of workmen have been 
appointed to make surveys of mosquito 
breeding places throughout the city. 


Co-operating in this project is the 


Missouri Pacific railroad which is 
furnishing oil to the 
city 
free of 


charge, 


Carrlgun's Statement 


Dr. Carrigan issued the following 


statement 


"The government has furnished men 


for this project trough the ERA, and 
these were furnished through Major 
Stanford's office. W. E. Locke Is the 
civil engineer in this work. We have 
an office in the building across from 
the postoffice, where the other ERA 
work is carried on and have a tele- 
phone No. 723 for communication in 
the office where all the business is 
transacted. 


"We have three inspectors at work 


in the first, second and third zones and 
have five men to distribute the oil 
over 
the breeding -ground- of- the 


mosquitoes. Mr. Locke is furnished 
with men to clean the ditches and rid 
the town of any standing- water. These 
inspectors will go over town and look 
up breeding places of the mosquito and 
report back to the office where a 
note of these places is made. The oil- 
ing men maka their reports anso and 
these men work until 5 o'clock and 
turn in their reports to our office 
daily. In this way we will be able to 
keep tab on all the work and know 
what each man is doing every day. 


"We have made an 
inventory of 


what oil the railroad furnished the 
town of Hope last year and I hae 
asked the railroad for more oil this 
year, and they were very glad to do- 
nate it again. The town of Hope ap- 
preciates very much the interest the 
Missouri Pacific railroad has taken in 
this work, as this oil costs them a con- 
siderable amount of money each year. 
They did ask, however, that if the 
ERA did not follow up this project 
until the season was over that the 
town would, which we have promised 
to do. I don't think there is any pro- 
ject that is more important from a 
health standpoint han his 
malaria 


conrol in Hope if it is carried on in 
the proper way. We are about two 
months behind with this work, as it 
.should have begun in March. We are 
going to do all we possibly can to pro- 
tect the people of our town against the 
malarial infection and want to ask 
you to help wiht this work. Especial- 
ly do we wan to impress upon the 
ladies of Hope the necessity of co- 
operating with us and these inspectors, 
and let them look over your premises 
carefully. 
If there is any complaint 


of any of these men, report it to our 
office and we will give the matter due 
consideration. 


Should Call Office 


"When you find mosquitoes around 


your premises please call us over the 
phone at once and we will send oue 
or two inspectors to look oer that 
area and they will try to find out 
where the mosquitoes are breeding. 
This was the main reason that we had 
a phone put in our office and we hope 
to keep ni close touch with the fam- 
ilies in\ town, and hope you will all 
feel free to make your complaints di- 
rect to us. One important thing is if 
mosquitoes get in your homes, try to 
eliminate them a once by raising the 
screens early in the morning, or fum- 
igating with sulphur. We are glad to 
give you instructions on how to elim- 
inate the mosquito at any time. 


"One very important thing is to get 


rid of all standing water around your 
premises. Please do not let any pipes 
from your ico boxes run under the 
house or on the outside unless you 
cvtch the water in a bucket and empty 
this daily. There are a few homes in 
Hope with ponds of water standing 
under them and these are breeding 
places for enough mosquitoes to fill 
the town. Please do not keep cans 
without holes punched in them lay- 
ing around the yards, but have these 
taken up every few days. 


"The gutters on the roofs of your 


houses will be inspected by our men. 
All fish ponds will be 
thoroughly 


looked over and you will be given in- 
structions in regard to the fish eatin,

Suffocate in Fire 


Men Are Sealed to Their 


Death in Blazing Pot- 


ash Mine

MUELLHEIM, Baden, Germany.— 


(ff3)—The 
clang of steel plates closing 


over the mouth of the blazing Bug- 
gingen potash mine formed a sad 
dirge Monday night for 80 miners 
who were given up as dead after being 
trapped in the inferno. 


The shaft was completely sealed as 


all hope for the victims was abandon- 
ed after a vain 10-hour combat against 
the flames and deadly gases inside. 


The fire, caused by an electrical 


short circuit, started 
late Monday 


morning but news of it was withheld 
until rescue work was suspended and 
authorities agreed there were no pos- 
sible chance of reaching the victims. 


The mine will be kept sealed at least 


14 clays when it is believed the fire 
will have run its course. A Nazi re- 
lief commission was en route here 
to arrange for the support of the be- 
revead families. 


The foreman of a crew working at 


2,COO feet underground and the only 
member of the group able to escape, 
died later of burns and the effects of 
carbon monoxide gas. Six members of 
rescue crews were overcome and were 
take nto a hospital in a serious con- 
dition. 


Shortly before authorities derided to 


cover the shaft, an official spokesman 
.said: "The shaft is still intact but we 
cannot tell for how long. No one can 
pet down. Tho flames are getting 
stronger and the crews are sweating j 
blond while waiting. We have consid- I 
ercd finking another shaft, but that 
would take too long. 


"Tho mine would have burned out 


entirely by then. There seems to be 
no possibility of slopping the flames. 
Saving human lives is our first con- 
sideration, but I fear the only thing 
left to do is to seal it up." 


The situation underground could not 


be determined because of the intense 
heat and fumes which beat the rescu- 
ers back. 


Horrified villagers clustered about 


the mine head while enormous clouds 
of smoke rose from the shaft. Oxygen 
was at first pumped into the shaft 
with the result that the gas ignited 
immediately.
